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A HUGE development 
including an Asda super¬ 
market has been proposed 
for land towards the end of 
Newmarket High Street. 

The Unex Group proposals 
encompass the Queensbury 
Lodge, the old swimming pool 
site and land backing onto 
Rowley Drive. 

It comes as plans were submitted for a 
Morrisons store on the old gasworks site in 
Exning Road, while there are also plans for 
a new Sainsbury’s - although the bid was 
dealt a blow this week when the town 
council opposed the scheme. 

The latest proposed development 
features a 40,000sq ft Asda supermarket, 
car parking for about 400 vehicles, a bar or 
restaurant, retail space and an 80- or 90- 
bedroom hotel. 

A new roundabout at the entrance of 
the development from the High Street is 
also envisaged as part of the scheme. 

Queensbury Lodge and the nearby 
cottage, which are both listed buildings, 
would be restored as part of the scheme 
and have been earmarked for retail use. 


Speaking to the Weekly News, Bill 
Gredley, founder chairman of the Unex 
Group, said: “With a following wind, we 
would hope to see that in two years’ time it 
would all be up and running and people 
would be shopping and singing and 
dancing staying in bedrooms. 

“We have got a tight programme. We 
don’t have to finance it, it’s all financed [by 
the Unex Group] and in two years’ time 
you may see a different Newmarket.” 

The group believes the development 


would improve the appearance of the 
gateway to the town, the car parking 
provision would draw visitors into the 
town centre and the development would 
help the High Street. 

But a spokesman for the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, which includes the 
lockey Club Estates, Tattersalls, Darley and 
others, said: “The Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group (NHG) is keen for the long-running 
saga of Queensbury Lodge to be resolved 
and for the High Street in Newmarket to 


flourish. 

“However, it must be recognised that 
the site on which Unex proposes to build a 
large supermarket, hotel, restaurant etc 
mostly consists of a historic racing yard 
and paddock land, covered by the saved 
racing policies which have helped protect 
both the economy and unique character 
of the town for many years. Over the last 
decade there have been opportunities for 
this site to be returned to racing industry 
use which the owners have chosen to 
frustrate. 

“NHG met with Unex before Christmas 
and explored with them what we consider 
to be a very fair compromise. Regrettably, 
the plan oudined to the town council on 
Monday night failed to take into account 
most of our suggestions and concerns.” 

But Mr Gredley, who attended the 
Newmarket Town Council meeting with 
Stephen Walsh of the Unex Group, said 
the problems would be overcome with 
mitigation measures such as the 
construction of a new start-up stable on 
the site or elsewhere. 

A planning application is expected to be 
submitted within the next six to eight 
weeks. However, a spokesman for Asda 
was tight-lipped about the plans. He said: 
“We are continuing to look at a number of 
opportunities in Newmarket following the 
recent conversion of the former Netto 
store on the Studland retail park to an 
ASDA supermarket.”

A DELICATESSEN has vacated its 
shop in Newmarket - but the 
town’s retailers’ association is 
urging people to think positive. 

A handwritten note on the door of the 
Newmarket Delicatessen, which opened 
at 3 Sun Lane in December 2010, reads: 
“We would love to thank all our 
customers for their kind support. We 
have now chosen to focus on our 
external markets exclusively. For our 
regular customers, we will be in touch 
with you shortly. Wishing you all a happy 
New Year.” 

A spokeswoman for the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association said it was 
important to think positive because a 
negative outlook would only make the 
situation worse and while some shops 
will go this year, others are coming, such 
as Cheryl Brighty’s Artistry in Cocoa 
chocolate shop. 

The spokeswoman said: “We are going 
into a bad year. It’s a bad year because 
people have got a mindset of disaster 
and the economy being bad, but if you 
start going ‘oh dear’ and shaking your 
head it’s going to be worse. 

“We have just got to look on the 
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positive and say as long as we can 
survive this year we can come out 
winning. Some businesses will go but 
some are coming. 

“I am sure there will be somebody else 
who will come up with an idea to fill the 
deli shop. I think Sun Lane is a vibrant 
little area and we are going to make it 
more so.” 

She said the number of empty shops in 
Newmarket was well below the national 
average. 

Speaking of the retailers’ Strictly Come 
Newmarket competition, she said: “With 
the Dragons’ Den issues it promoted a 
good vibe for the Guineas centre; it’s 
never stopped buzzing since that 
happened.”

TWO councils are have begun the 
recruitment process of a new chief 
executive officer who will lead both 
authorities. 

Forest Heath District Council and St

St Edmudsbury’s current chief 
executive, Geoff Rivers, is the husband of 
Deborah Cadman and Forest Heath 
Council’s current chief executive is David 
Burnip. 


The recruitment process started this 
week for a joint chief executive for the two 
councils. A shared senior management 
team will follow. 

The recruitment process is open to 
each council’s current chief executive, as 
well as other internal and external 
candidates. The annual salary has been 
agreed by both councils as somewhere 
between £105,000 and £115,000. 

The two council leaders, Cllr fohn 
Griffiths (St Edmundsbury) and Cllr lames 
Waters (Forest Heath) said: “Between us, 
we will be much stronger working 


together but this job is more than simply 
joining up two councils - it is an exciting 
opportunity to shape the future. We are 
looking for someone who can cut through 
the usual public sector tangles and create 
innovative partnerships to deliver services 
which reflect the current economic 
climate and demands.”

Verdict 
due on 
waste 
fuel plant

A CRUNCH decision on 
whether machinery designed to 
transform stable waste into 
biomass fuel and fertiliser can 
be built in Newmarket was 
expected yesterday. 

Suffolk County Council was 
set to make the decision on the 
proposal for fockey Club Land 
at Southfield Farm in Hamilton 
Road, which had been lodged 
by GGEco Solutions. 

The plant would be able to 
process 5,000 tonnes of the 
waste a year, a fifth of the waste 
produced by the 80 training 
yards in the town. 

If approved, the company 
hopes to begin building in late 
spring and would hope to have 
site up and running in the 
summer. 

Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning 
committee threw its support 
behind the proposals at its 
meeting on Monday. 

William Gittus, managing 
director of the Jockey Club 
Estates, said: “I am sure that the 
applicants, GG Eco Solutions, 
will be thrilled that Newmarket 
Town Council planning 
committee saw fit to give their 
unanimous support the 
application on Monday’s 
meeting. 

“I believe that the scheme has 
economic and environ-mental 
benefits for the racing industry 
and the town and look forward 
to seeing it in action should 
planning permission be granted 
by Suffolk County Council.” 


Town councillors vote against Sainsbury’s 


PLANS to develop the George 
Lambton playing fields site have 
been opposed by Newmarket Town 
Council’s planning committee. 

The council’s development and 
planning committee voted against 
both the application concerning the 
construction of a Sainsbury’s 
superstore and other facilities at the 
site off Fordham Road, and the bid 
to develop sports facilities at 
Newmarket College at its meeting 
on Monday. 

The council’s reasons will be 
formally worded and put to the full 
council at the end of the month, but 
they revolve around the grounds of 
the loss of community space, 
concerns about traffic and the need 
to keep Newmarket a racing area. 

Speaking at the meeting on 
Monday, Cllr Keith Bovill, 
Newmarket’s mayor, said: “I think I 
would support the development and 
the improvements to the college 
playing fields, I don’t think we have 
any issue with that, but I’m 
concerned about the loss of open 
space the Sainsbury’s would 
create.” 

But others were also concerned 
about the restriction of use of land 
at Newmarket College which is 
currently treated as public space. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr 
Joy Uney said: “Both are taking 
away what is publically used 



ground.” 

If the bid is approved, two 
pitches lost on the George Lambton 
playing fields site would be 
replaced by two football pitches and 
a floodlit five-a-side pitch and 
changing facilities at Newmarket 
College before the Sainsbury’s 
store would be allowed to open. 

Cllr Uney said: “It’s not like-for- 
like because it is not accessible 
ground to the general public, it’s not 
open space, it’s structured sports 
facilities which would be operated 
with limited access to the public.” 

Homes would be built on the 


remainder of the George Lambton 
playing fields as part of the final 
phase of development, which would 
also see a further 10 pitches 
constructed elsewhere in 
Newmarket, restoring the 5.2 
hectares (12.8 acres) of informal 
open space lost in the first phase of 
the development. 

The applications will both go 
before Forest Heath District Council 
for a decision at a later date. 

George Lambton, the owner of 
the land, said people would still be 
able to use the Newmarket College 
land for informal recreation in much 


the same way as before, other than 
when facilities were in use by the 
college or the community for formal 
recreation. 

He said: “All we are trying to do 
is to create a better balance 
between school use, community 
formal recreation and informal 
walking and currently, at the 
moment, the balance is very much 
in favour of informal walkers.” 

He added his was the only 
scheme in the pipeline which was 
capable of generating sufficient 
funds to bring a cinema to 
Newmarket. 


Morrisons submits 
plan for gasworks 


PLANS have been 
submitted for a 4,653sq m 
Morrisons foodstore on 
the old gasworks site in 
Exning Road, Newmarket. 

The proposals put forward by 
Simons Developments and 
Morrisons would see around 
300 full- and part-time jobs 
created in the town, including 
skilled positions for some of 
those dealing with the fish and 
meat counters and working in 
the bakery. 

A new roundabout designed 
to let people enter and exit the 
car park more easily and 
improve the flow of traffic in 
Exning Road forms part of the 
proposals. 

The partners are also 
proposing a crossing for 
pedestrians and cyclists and 
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improvements to the road’s two 
existing bus stops. 

Simons Developments and 
Morrisons state on a website 
about the proposals that they 
believe the development’s 
traffic impact would be 
“minimal” based on their traffic 
survey, which included figures 
collected on racedays. 

It reads: “Based on our 
survey information we are 
confident there will be minimal 
impact from new traffic to the 
foodstore. 

“A large proportion of 
costumers (sic) are likely to 
either already travel past the 
site and will, for example, call 
in on their way home from 


work, or transfer their existing 
journey to the new store as it is 
more convenient.” 

Existing buildings on the site 
on the edge of the town centre 
would be demolished and a 
235-space car park built. 

Graeme Cosgrove, director of 
development at Simons, said: 
“We are pleased to submit our 
planning application. 

“We believe the old gasworks 
site is the ideal location for a 
new foodstore as it will 
revitalise a site that has been 
disused for decades. 

“We would like to thank all 
those in Newmarket who took 
part in our consultation and we 
are delighted to have received 
such positive feedback”. 

If the plans are approved, 
work would have to be carried 
out to clean up the site, which 


was previously used by the 
National Grid, and the 
companies putting forward the 
proposals estimate the work 
would take three months while 
they expect building work to 
take 14 months. 

Local Dialogue, the firm 
hired to oversee the public 
consultation process, wrote to 
Newmarket Town Council in 
the summer to tell it about the 
forthcoming consultation and 
a public exhibition of plans for 
the site were put on display at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre in 
July.

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Hospital visit led 
to rape claims 

ALLEGATIONS of a series of rapes 
emerged when a Newmarket 
woman was taken to hospital with 
serious leg and arm injuries, a jury 
has heard. 

The woman had suffered a 
double fracture to her ankle, a 
broken arm and a cut to her head 
after allegedly being pushed down 
a flight of stairs by fohn Barclay, 57, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard on 
Tuesday 

After being interviewed about her 
injuries, the woman told police that 
Barclay was also allegedly res¬ 
ponsible for raping her. 

Steven Dyble, prosecuting, said 
the allegations had resulted in 
Barclay’s arrest in Newmarket. 

Barclay, who lives in Newmarket 
but has been staying at an address 
in Dorset pending his trial, has 
pleaded not guilty to six allegations 
of rape. 

He has also denied assaulting the 
woman, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, during the early 
hours of New Year’s Day last year. 

Mr Dyble told the jury the 
injuries suffered by the woman 
when she was allegedly pushed 
down stairs had resulted in her 
undergoing surgery to have metal 
plates inserted in her ankle. 

He said medical staff had alerted 
police after the woman was 
admitted to hospital because of 
concerns about the seriousness of 
her injuries. 

Following his arrest, Barclay, a 
pipe layer, was interviewed by 
police and repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing.

A SOCIAL training enterprise 
has raised £1,600 for a 
machine to restore a valued 
village service.

Sue Anderson, manager of 
Burwell Print, said: “We had 
had several requests over the 
last 18 months from our 
current customers for 
photographs printed on proper 
photographic paper, and also 
the local chemist took their 
passport and bus ID photo 
printing service out of action. 
The two things prompted us to 
start fundraising for it.” 

The centre helps 23 adults 
with learning disabilities for 
supported work experience and 
training placements. Sue said 
the additional service meant 
many of the people could be 


trained in areas such as 
customer service and handling 
cash, and said their time at the 
centre gave them a range of 
transferrable skills. 

She said: “They feel valued 
- they feel part of an 
organisation, part of a 
community resource. It does no 
end for their confidence and for 
a range of skills like working in 
a team and working 
independently.”

Coal tar removal 
to close roads 

THREE Newmarket roads are to be 
closed next month while specialist 
work to recycle their surface takes 
place. 

The presence of coal tar in parts of 
Exning Road, All Saints Road and 
Warrington Street means the 
disposal of waste following a 
conventional resurfacing would cost 
10 times more. 

Work on Exning Road, between St 
Philips Road and Studlands Park 
Avenue, will last for 16 days from 
February 9. 

All Saints Road will be closed 
between Vicarage Road and Palace 
Street from February 6 and 13, while 
the full stretch of Warrington Street 
will be closed from February 2 until 
February 9. All closure dates are 
dependent on the weather. 

The roads will remain closed from 
7am until 8pm each day, with 
workers on site to help people who 
need access to their homes or 
workplaces. 

The machinery used will crush at 
least the top 200mm of the surface 
and cement will be injected in to 
strengthen it and dilute the tar, 
which is not classed as hazardous 
unless it is taken to a tip.

Council to back museum plan 


HUGE cash backing is on the cards to help 
Mildenhall Museum. 

Forest Heath District Council had set 
aside £800,000 to support the museum’s 
development programme if the attraction 
won its bid for lottery funding. 

The museum was promised £423,000 by 
the Lottery in December and the 
councillors will meet on February 1 to 
discuss the additional cash. 

Speaking after the Lottery grant was 
announced, council deputy leader Nigel 
Roman said: “I will be encouraging my 
fellow councillors to get behind this terrific 
scheme and approve the investment in 


Mildenhall Museum so that these plans 
move swiftly from dreams to reality.” 

The development project would include 
an extension to house artefacts including 
the Anglo-Saxon horse and warrior, which 
were unearthed at Lakenheath in 1997. 

Collections and the building would be 
made more accessible, the museum’s 
existing displays would be transformed 
and a new activity manager would be 
appointed. 

Peter Merrick, of Mildenhall Museum, 
said: “Forest Heath have promised this to 
us but, nevertheless, we have got to go 
through the due process.” 


Bid for shutdown next month 


THE NHS out-of-hours 
primary care centre 
base in Newmarket is 
likely to close next 
month as part of 
changes proposed to 
Suffolk's service. 

The service at Newmarket 
Hospital is currently available 
to people throughout week¬ 
ends, on bank holidays and 
between 6.30pm and 8am 
during the week if they are 
judged to need an appoint¬ 
ment after calling the out of 
hours telephone number. 

But Harmoni, the provider 
of the NHS’s Suffolk out of 
hours service, said in a 
statement prepared for New¬ 
market Town Council’s mee¬ 
ting on Monday that it plans 
to shut the town’s base from 
the start of February. 

It said: “On February 1 
2012, Harmoni is proposing 
to make some changes to the 
locations of its primary care 
centre bases in Suffolk. 

“Currently, there are 10 
base locations across the 
county and under the new 
service model there will be 
eight. The centres in 
Aldeburgh, Newmarket and 
Wickham Market will close 
and, under the proposed 
model, there will be a new 
centre in Saxmundum.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst of 
Newmarket Town Council 
and Forest Heath District 
Council said: “It basically 
gives a lower level of service 
to Newmarket residents, 
which is not acceptable. Also, 
there has been no con¬ 
sultation, which is equally 
unacceptable.” 

Under the new model, 
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patients who are judged to 
need an appointment at a 
primary care centre base after 
calling the out-of-hours 
phone number will still be 
seen at a location no more 
than 30 minutes’ travel time 
away as before, where 
possible, or they could visit 
another centre of their choice 
or one required by their 
health problem, the state¬ 
ment said. 

It said patients can be seen 
at the base in Mildenhall 19 
minutes away or in Bury St 
Edmunds, 24 minutes from 
Newmarket. 

It said: “The impact of the 
changes on patients will be 
minimal. 

“There will be no material 
change to the service, which 
will continue to be delivered 
under the existing contract 
between Harmoni and NHS 
Suffolk.” 

A total of 421 people out of 
the 8,834 patients seen by the 
Suffolk out-of-hours service 
between fuly and September 
were seen at the Newmarket 
base, and Harmoni said 
figures had shown racing 
events in Newmarket had not 
previously affected the level 
of demand. 

Harmoni said the new 
model would mean resources 
were used effectively and it 
was flexible enough for 
resources to be deployed 
according to demand. 

It said mini surgeries could 
be opened when needed in 
areas where demand is 
typically low but variable. 


The court heard Mainey, who had been 
working as an accounts administrator for 
APD Ltd in Willie Snaith Drive, was first 
caught out in fanuary last year when 
Kevin Smith, the company’s director, 
discovered she had paid £800 of company 
money into her own account. 

She apologised and was told she could 
repay the money from her wages but a 
further irregularity was found in October. 

Mainey, of Hurdles Way, Duxford, 
initially denied any wrongdoing then 
admitted she had paid money listed as 
being in settlement of invoices into her 
own account. 

A review of the company's accounts 
revealed that Mainey had paid herself 
£76,081 during last year. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, said: 
“Quite simply, she used old invoices and 
changed amounts on them or created her 
own invoices and made payments to her 
own account.” 

In addition to the £76,081, APD Ltd, 
which manufactures electrical control 
valves and employs 25 people, had been 
left facing the prospect of repaying 
£11,540 in VAT, which had arisen from the 
invoice payments faked by Mainey. 

Ian James, mitigating, said Mainey had 
expressed genuine remorse and had until 
now lived an honest life with no previous 
convictions. 

He said she had turned to internet 
bingo for solace following the breakdown 
of her marriage and became addicted. He 
said: “It turned out to be an extremely 
expensive pastime for her.” 

The court heard Mainey, who had 
substantial debts and was living on 
benefits, had now been referred for 
professional help by her GP. 

Judge Peter Fenn told her: “The 
message must go out loud and clear from 
this court for those who might succumb 
to temptation to steal from those whose 
money they are in a position of 
managing.” 

He said Mainey had left the business 
facing problems because of the amount of 
money she stole and only an immediate 
prison sentence was appropriate. 

The court heard she had assets totalling 
£800 which Judge Fenn ordered should be 
confiscated and handed to APD Ltd in 
compensation.

Shops: don’t 
alienate your 
customers 

Sir, I assume that Variety and Spice’s 
proliferation of garish signs 
was the final straw that forced our 
A-boards off Newmarket’s streets; 
leaving a ubiquitous ‘not-a-thing- 
out-of-place’ and therefore a 
forgettable drive through town. 

Our traders, on whom the high 
street depends, have experienced 
the negative impact in trade 
resulting from not being allowed to 
express the individuality of 
principally independently owned 
shops who are actively reaching out 
to their customer base. 

Variety and Spice are now using 
their signs in a more restrained 
manner that does not impede foot- 
traffic flow and does not impinge on 
those with different aesthetic 
sensibilities. 

Good for them. 

It is this personality and difference 
of expression that helps to make 
Newmarket shopping an interesting 
experience. 

Regarding the metal and expensive 
upmarket street directories that 
resemble out-of-town commercial 
park signs; I’ve never yet read one as 
the shop name does nothing to 
indicate what is sold or if there is an 
interesting offer. 

Also, a shop may no longer exist; 
leaving these signs to be relics of 
someone’s need to control what is in 
fact a vibrant dialogue between the 
shop and shopper - the A-board. 
Recently the Quatro Coffee cafe has 
put tables outside its premises, and 
I find this to be an attractive 
addition to the relaxed and friendly 
attitude of The Guineas. 

However, as I expressed to the 
owner, I find the addition of an 
A-board beyond the tables to be 
offensive as it forces me out into the 
walkway. 

Ease of traffic flow is a necessary 
factor of shopping pleasure 
and I’m afraid that what I see as an 
inconsiderate hunger for 
advertising may cause the council to 
purge our high street of its 
distinctiveness by forcibly removing 
A-boards - again. 

I have observed that Kitchen & 
Things with its neighbour the 
Waggon and Horses has colluded in 
sometimes encroaching even 
farther out into the pavement and 
so force people to detour, causing 
problems when a group of people 
going up the pavement meet 
another group travelling down. 
These businesses may be 
advertising more of their wares but I 
think it is important that they don’t 
alienate the people they wish to 
attract. 

May I suggest that owners look 
beyond their own perspective and 
spend some time observing how 
their signs and goods affect the 
people walking past their premises, 
even during quiet periods. That if 
they want to continue to use their A- 
boards that they not only consider 
the need of the shopper but also the 
right of other businesses which 
advertise responsibly. 

This might give the council time to 
concern themselves with wheelie 
bins on regular sized pavements!

In the dark over Highway Code guidance? 


Sir, Rule 51 of the Highway Code 
states that “It is safer not to ride on 
the road at night or in poor 
visibility, but if you do, make sure 
you wear reflective clothing and 
your horse has reflective bands 
above the fetlock joints. A light 
which shows white to the front and 
red to the rear should be fitted, 
with a band, to the rider’s right arm 


and/or leg/riding boot. 

“If you are leading a horse at night, 
carry a light in your right hand, 
showing white to the front and red 
to the rear, and wear reflective 
clothing on both you and your 
horse. It is strongly recommended 
that a fluorescent/reflective tail 
guard is also worn by your horse.” 
Presumably such rules apply to 


racehorses even if they merely 
cross a highway or might set even 
just a foot on same. 

Perhaps we can look forward to 
illuminated strings or staff can start 
later at this time of year when it’s 
still dark early.

COUNCILLORS, police and Trading 
Standards officers were out in force in a 
Newmarket street for the launch of a 
no-cold-calling zone. 

The group gathered at Armstrong 
Close on Monday to declare the street 
closed to uninvited traders, becoming 
the fifth area in Newmarket and the 
32nd in Suffolk to have done so. 

Street signs and stickers displayed in 
residents’ windows will show the road is 
a no-go area for uninvited callers from 


both businesses and charities. 

The zones are supposed to protect 
vulnerable people from rogue traders 
and distraction burglars and to cut the 
fear of crime. 

James Garrett, fair trading officer at 
Suffolk Trading Standards, said: “We 
cannot guarantee that cold calling will 
stop, but in areas where cold calling 
zones have been set up in Suffolk they 
have been shown to reduce the number 
of cold calls or uninvited traders to that 


particular area.” 

He said the zones were designed to 
empower the consumers and the fact a 
road was a no-cold-calling zone (NCCZ) 
could be taken into account in court 
cases. 

Cllr Bill Sadler of Suffolk County 
Council said he had first heard about 
the zones when his own home was 
included in one adding the scheme had 
worked in his case. 

He said: “It has got to be a 


community-led thing. I’m always 
pleased to hear from anybody who 
thinks it would be beneficial.” 

Residents of NCCZs are handed a 
pack to encourage them to report 
suspicious incidents to Consumer Direct 
on(08454) 040506.

Bridge banners to 
tackle road crimes 

POSTERS are being unfurled at 31 bridges 
over the A14 and A12 urging people to 
report suspicious activity following 
incidents in which objects have been 
thrown off bridges. 

The banners bearing the message “Spot 
Anything Suspicious? Call 999” are being 
put up in Suffolk and will feature a bridge 
reference number which drivers can 
report to the police. 

Extra police patrols have been launched 
in areas around bridges on key routes in 
the county and an investigation to catch 
those responsible for the incidents in 
December has been launched. 

The force helicopter was scrambled 
after rocks thrown from the Fordham 
Road bridge hit a BMW on the A14 on 
December 27. 

Three cars travelling on the Suffolk 
stretch of the A14 on the evening of 
December 21 were damaged by objects 
thrown from bridges and a further four 
vehicles were hit by items flung onto the 
road near Felixstowe on December 14. 

Chief Supt David Skevington, Suffolk’s 
county policing commander, said: 
“Hopefully, these signs will prompt 
motorists who see anything suspicious to 
get in touch immediately after finding a 
safe place to stop and make a call to us. 

“We are taking these crimes extremely 
seriously. Fortunately, no one has been 
injured, but it goes without saying that 
throwing anything from a bridge on to a 
busy road has the potential to result in 
road traffic collisions causing serious 
injury or even death.” 

Dave Gingell, regional director in the 
east for the Highways Agency, which is 
providing the signs, said: “Safety on our 
roads is our top priority and we are doing 
everything we can to assist Suffolk Police 
in bringing these dangerous and 
irresponsible activities to an end.” 


Sex attacker drove 
off in victim’s car 

Man, 22, admits a string of offences in court 


A MAN admitted he 
drunkenly attacked and 
sexually assaulted a woman 
before taking and then 
crashing her car. 

Leroy Parker, 22, pleaded guilty 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
yesterday via video link from 
HMP Peterborough to 11 
offences, many of which related 
to an incident in Stetchworth on 
December 28. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “The defendant pushed the 
victim onto her front and got on 
top of her, took off her trousers 
and told her he wanted to have 
sex. Her hands were down by her 
side and she couldn’t really move. 

“She tried to wriggle free and 
he grabbed her hair and dragged 
her around.” 


BY COURT REPORTER 
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The court heard the victim 
managed to escape, only to hear 
the sound of her car being driven 
away by Parker, who then 
crashed it into a curb. 

Miss Mardell added: “Mr 
Parker then opened the bonnet to 
try to get the car started again, 
but when this failed he began to 
walk off. 

“When police arrested him 
shortly after, he gave them a false 
name, wouldn’t give a specimen 
of breath and had drugs on him.” 

Parker, of Cooper’s Close, 
Stetchworth, pleaded guilty to 
sexual assault, aggravated vehicle 
taking and vehicle damage, 
possessing cannabis, obstructing 


a constable in execution of their 
duty, driving while disqualified, 
driving without insurance, and 
failing to provide a specimen for 
analysis. 

He also admitted to four other 
offences which took place in 
Soham on November 2 - taking a 
vehicle and driving it dang¬ 
erously on the A142, driving 
when disqualified, failing to stop 
and driving without insurance. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
asked for sentencing to be 
adjourned for a pre-sentence 
report to be put together. 

Presiding magistrate Rosie 
Spencer ordered Parker to 
appear in person at the court on 
Friday, January 20 to be 
sentenced. 

He will be remanded in 
custody until this date. 


Tree falls as high winds sweep across area 


A TREE between Stetchworth and Wood Ditton was 
one of 25 which fell during the early hours of last 
Thursday morning as high winds swept 
Cambridgeshire. 

It fell at about 3.40am and the road had been 
cleared by 5am. 

The police urged motorists to be cautious following 
the 19 incidents which took place between midnight 


and 8am. 

A police spokesman said last Thursday: “We are 
working with the Highways Agency and local 
authorities to ensure trees and debris are removed 
from roads as quickly as possible. 

“We would urge motorists to remain alert to the 
conditions of the roads and report any problems to 
police.”

“I would, however, question the 
relevance of the data used in 
compiling the index and its 
bearing on the individual 
residents living in the towns and 
villages within the two districts.” 

Cllr Roger Dicker, chairman of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “I think to be almost in the 
top 15 per cent of it all must be 
excellent news but I wish East 
Cambs well done and good luck to 
them. 

“We have got to mention they 
are a Conservative council.” 


Speaking after the release of the 
survey in December, Cllr Peter 
Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said: “We are delighted that the 
survey recognises the area’s 
educational possibilities, the low 
crime rate, and the attractiveness 
of the centre of Ely both for people 
who live here and visitors. 

“This vindicates our responses 
to the comments made in the 
Mary Portas report which rather 
knocked Ely and said it was 
unattractive and had a lot of 
boarded-up shops.” 

Hart in Hampshire topped the 
table, beating Elmbridge in Surrey 
to the position it had held for the 
last three years. 

Out of the top 50 districts, 15 
were in the East of England and 
none in the north of the country, 
Scotland or Wales made the top 
50.

Building a life after years 
as a homeless alcoholic 


As a homeless alcoholic, Toby Peters 
spent his days pushing a shopping trolley 
around and drinking anything he could lay 
his hands on. Now he’s an award-winning 
film-maker, dedicated to helping others get 
clean, sober and off the streets. Here he 
talks to feature writer Alice Ryan. 


genuinely what I think it 
is: it eats you up from the 
inside. It eats you up until 
there’s nothing else left.” 

Today Toby’s life 
couldn’t be more different. 
He’s been sober for more 
than five years. And he’s 
now helping other 
homeless people get their 
lives back on track. As 
studio artist at FLACK - 
the Cambridge-based 
social enterprise and 
charity which offers the 
homeless training, 
support and a voice - his 
film-making recently won 
him a Talk Talk Digital 
Heroes award. Presented 
at the House of Lords last 
month, it included a 
£5,000 prize. “That was 
massive. Absolutely 
massive. To be recognised 
on that level... It was 
amazing. 

“Afterwards I sat outside 
with a friend, a poet, 
who’d come along. We 
both got a coffee and sat 
on the pavement looking 
up at Big Ben. In that 
moment we realised how 
far we’d come. And we 
realised that we’d finally 
got a voice, a loud one - 


and that people were 
listening to us.” 

The team at FLACK, 
based at the City Life 
building on Sturton Street, 
comprises homeless and 
housed, staff and volun¬ 
teers. All work together to 
produce a monthly 
features and listings 
magazine and numerous 
other creative projects - 
including Toby’s films. 

Some of his most 
moving footage tells the 
life stories of fellow FLACK 
members, some still 
homeless or struggling 
with addictions. 

“There’s a big invisible 
wall between homeless 
people and other people. I 
want to tear that wall 
down and show homeless 
people for what they are: 
human beings, just like 
everyone else.” 

Toby believes his own 
problems with alcohol 
date right back to 
childhood. “I’m from a 
family of drinkers. My dad 
was a drinker. And when 
he’d had a drink he always 
gave me a lot of attention. 

I think that’s what I 
thought attention, or 


affection, was about. 

“When I was growing 
up, the meth drinkers 
used to congregate in the 
old Lion Yard. For some 
reason I found them 
fascinating; I’d hang 
around wanting to gain 
their acceptance. 

“And then I got into 
being a punk. I hated the 
music: I’d go to gigs and 
hate it. I was a hippie- 
punk; my path was Jimi 
Hendrix, that’s where I 
was going. But I liked the 
whole idea of being part of 
a sub-culture, it made a 
kind of sense to me.” 

From then on, Toby’s 
drinking spiralled. “I 
actually chose to live on 
the streets. Again, it made 
sense to me at the time; 
looking back, my lifestyle 
was insane. The only thing 
that kept me in some kind 
of check was my music: I 
was a street entertainer, a 
busker. 

“When you busk people 
come up and talk to you 
about the guitar or what 
you’re playing; it breaks 
down those barriers we 
were talking about. So it 
gave me a connection to 
the rest of the world. 

“I was a bit of a snob: 
they used to call me ‘the 
posh tramp’. I had a trolley 
that I kept my clothes, my 
sleeping bag and my roll 
mat in. I was quite OCD 
about packing everything 
up neatly and keeping it 
clean.”

T HIS time six 
years ago, Toby 
Peters was 
living on the streets. 
Battling addiction, 
his days passed in a 
blur of drink and 
drugs. Sleeping 
under bridges and 
bushes, and 
wheeling all his 
worldly goods round 
in a battered golf 
trolley, hed reached 
rock bottom. 

“I was a dustbin: I’d put 
anything in my body, as 
long as it could take me 
away from me,” says the 
44-year-old. “But alcohol 
was my foundation. I 
followed the bottle - to the 
point where nothing 
mattered except the 
bottle. 

“I’d drink whatever was 
cheapest, usually cheap 
white cider. At the worst, I 
was on nine litres a day. I 
was what they call a ‘top- 
up’ drinker; I was never 
really sober. 

“Occasionally I’d wake 
up at 6am, have a 
moment of clarity and 
think ‘What am I doing 
sleeping under a bridge?’ 

... But I always found a 
reason: I blamed it on my 
bad life, on school - 
always on other people. 

“I’ve heard alcoholism 
described as ‘the cancer of 
the soul’ and that’s 
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Winner: Toby at Westminster to collect his Digital 
Heroes award. 


• What is FLACK? 

FLACK is a social 


enterprise and 
registered charity 
based in Cambridge 
which benefits 
people who are or 
have been 
homeless. It’s 
unique in that 
everyone - 
homeless, housed, 
staff, volunteer, 
service user 
- works together to 
write and produce a 
magazine filled with 
articles, poetry, 
reviews and event 
listings. 

“Most important is 
the investment and 
achievements of our 
33+ homeless 
members,” says 
creative director 
Kirsten Lavers. 
“When we started I 
had people telling 
me, you’ll never get 
homeless people to 
turn up and give 
their time for free, 
which is nonsense. 
They are not only 


loving it, being 
involved with FLACK 
is making a real and 
noticeable 
difference to 
everyone’s lives. 

Two heroin addicts 
are now completely 
clean, two 
alcoholics have 
gone through detox 
and are sustaining 
their sobriety, we’ve 
got four people into 
employment, smiles 
on people’s faces, 
opinions expressed, 
creativity flowing... 
“For every £1 
invested in FLACK 
we’re returning at 
least £3 of savings 
to the public purse 
and social value: a 
heroin addict, for 
example, costs 
£13,200 per year. 
This really is 
ground-breaking 
work.”

Toby describes the 
homeless community as 
tight-knit. “You all support 
each other, help each 
other. And there is a 
genuine kinship: you’re 
thinking ‘Poor me’ and so is 
everyone around you. 
Everyone is a victim; you’re 
all in it together, all 
suffering together. 

“I’d spent so long 
thinking of myself as a 
victim, and blaming other 
people, that I believed my 
own bull***!.” 

Toby, who is dyslexic, 
says his school years were 
particularly troubled. “I’d 
point the finger at school. 
I’d point the finger 
anywhere except at 
myself.” 

“Eventually I realised I 
was leading a very lonely 
life,” he continues. 
“Everything - every 
emotion, every friendship, 
every relationship - was 
driven by drink or drugs or 
both. When I came off the 
alcohol and started to feel 
genuine emotions it was 
like ‘Oh my god! This is 
what reality feels like’.” 

Toby had been through 
rehab twice before, but 
relapsed both times. So 
what made the difference 
third time around? “I was 
tired of being tired all the 
time,” he explains. “One of 
my darkest times - and this 
is going to sound 
ridiculous - was round the 
back of the Park Street car 
park, near The Maypole. 
There are some bushes 
there. I needed a poo, so I 
had a poo in those bushes. 

“A group of people 
walked by and I heard one 
of them say ‘What the f**k 
is that smell?’. I was 
standing there, my kecks 
round my ankles, and I had 
this moment of clarity I 
realised ‘This is not right’. 
That moment, the seed 
was planted.” 

Doctors had warned 
Toby his life was at risk. 
“They’d told me that if I 
carried on drinking I 
wouldn’t be around much 
longer. 


“It sounds strange, but 
that was pretty normal in 
my world: if one of your 
mates turned up with 
cauliflower fingers because 
his liver was failing, it 
wasn’t anything out of the 
ordinary” 

Toby credits people like 
Kirsten Lavers, former 
editor of the Willow Walker 
and now creative director 
of FLACK, with having faith 
in him. WinterComfort 
director Cathy Hembry 
was, he explains, instru¬ 
mental in his recovery: “We 
had to persuade the doctor 
it was worth giving it a go. 
Cathy came to the doctor 
with me and said she’d put 
me in a B&B and give me 
the detox meds herself, on 
condition I went straight 
into rehab afterwards. 

“I called the rehab centre 
in Cornwall every day for 
three months, until they 
agreed to take me. 

“The detox itself was five 
days of hell. The physical 
symptoms were 
horrendous: I had 
hallucinations and was so 
weak I couldn’t even walk, I 
had to go down the stairs 
on my bum. And I still had 
that terrible urge to drink. 

“But, underneath all 
that, it also felt right. Before 
that, I just don’t think I was 
ready; this time, I knew I 
was doing the right thing.” 

“After you’ve broken the 
physical addiction, you’re 
left with the mental 
addiction and that’s tough 
to crack. 

“Rehab was actually a 
beautiful experience; 
horrible but in a beautiful 
way. One thing I was given 
responsibility for was a 
garden. I planted all these 
seeds and every single one 
grew: the flowers got so big 
I had to use canes to hold 
them up. 

“I’d never grown 
anything before, but it 
suddenly clicked: the 
garden was like recovery - 
it needed encouragement 
and nurture to thrive.” 

On leaving rehab, Toby, 
ever the creative, won a 


place on a Live Performing 
Arts foundation course at 
St Austell College. “Only a 
tiny percentage of 
alcoholics make it through 
the first year of sobriety, I 
think it’s three per cent. 

One of the biggest 
problems is loneliness. I 
had to learn how to be 
alone, how to feel unhappy, 
how to take criticism - 
without blurring it all out 
with drink.” 

Toby says the 
counselling he undertook 
at rehab proved key. 

Toby first returned to 
Cambridge when Kirsten 
asked him to perform 
alongside other homeless 
and former-homeless 
musicians at a gig. 

“I was really nervous 
about coming back, but it 
turned out to be the best 
thing I could have done. I 
walked into the room and 
the friends I used to drink 
with actually put their cans 
down behind them to give 
me a hug and tell me how 
proud they were of what I’d 
done. It was just amazing. 

It made me realise I had to 
come back to Cambridge 
for good.” 

Toby has been involved 
with FLACK ever since 
moving back and says the 
organisation has made an 
immeasurable difference 
to his life. 

“People feel they can talk 
to me because of my back¬ 
ground and my exper¬ 
iences and that’s a unique 
thing. 

“And FLACK is a unique 
organisation. Everyone is 
equal. All labels are left at 
the door: people can walk 
in and write their own 
labels. 

“Having the chance to be 
part of a team, to make a 
film or compose poetry or 
write an article for the 
magazine - all those things 
give people a sense of 
identity, a sense of self- 
worth. This is a place where 
people can find out what 
they are, who they are: they 
can find themselves.”

Beating the blues 


P ANTOMIMES date back 
to the Middle Ages, and 
were always performed 
around Christmas time and 
New Year. 

The tradition has continued over 
the centuries with productions 
always being very popular, and very 
much aimed at children. These days 
the appeal is universal, and the panto 
can be as lavish as a West End 
production, or just as popular as the 
local village production. 

The storyline is always based on 
tried-and-tested stories, legends and 
fairytales, and includes the goodies 
and baddies, the principal boy 
(played by a girl), the dame (played 
by a man), a good spirit, a villain, 
and the same old routines based on 
the same theme, whether it be 
Cinderella, Aladdin, Robin Hood, or 
in the case of NOMADS at The 
Kings Theatre in Newmarket this 
week, Robinson Crusoe and The 
Pirates, very loosely based on the 
book by Daniel Defoe ... oh, yes, it 
is! 

Written by Alan P Frayn and 
directed by Allan Baxter, with 
musical direction by Rowan 
Marshall and choreography by 
Jessica Clifford, this year’s 
production is spectacular and 
stunning. Stella Frangleton takes the 
title role as Robinson Crusoe, and 
she makes a superb principal boy, 
teamed beautifully with Amelia 
Conway as Juanita. 

Jamie Maguire is always a good 
choice as the ‘happy chappy’ in the 
shows, and this year, as Nutty Nick, 
he manages to get all the members of 
the audience loving him and joining 
him in all his various antics and 
routines. How does he keep so 
cheerful all the time? No panto is 


ever complete without the dame and 
this year it’s Steve Beach’s turn as the 
gorgeous Margarita Jucilita. ‘Her’ 
costumes are fast and furiously 
changed and as fantastic as her wit 
and the speed and delivery of her 
lines. 

Director Allan Baxter is always 
aware that even though the routines 
are tried and tested, they still have to 
bring something new to the stage 
each year, and he manages this very 
well in the scene with Nutty Nick 
and Captain Salt, (David Dowle), 
Juanita and Margarita and ‘Row the 
Boat’ - you know the one - ‘its 
behind you’; and similarly he 


manages the routines of the two 
stooges in Cross Bones and Skull 
Duggery (Alex Alvarez Cubitt and 
Aaron Peart). 

There are some other great 
highlights in this show with a 
welcome return to The Kings of Alan 
Coogan, as Captain Cut-throat (hiss 
boo), and the spirits of good and evil, 
respectively with Sarah Hartley as 
Coral, the spirit of the sea, and Fiam 
Corbett as Davy Jones (hiss boo). 

The cast for this panto is 
relatively small, but they work then- 
socks off, with the brilliant dance 
and chorus team. The joy of panto is 
the poetic licence and the ad-lib 


lines, usually with a topical or local 
theme, and the local audiences love 
this and here we have the edge on the 
West End shows. 

The cast is excellently completed 
with James Rees as Friday, Hocus 
Pocus and Mumbo Jumbo (Joseph 
Hall and Madelaine Stewart) and not 
forgetting the most exotic and 
vociferous parrot ever.... Poll, played 
by Jodie Corbett. This show must 
have been designed to cheer us up 
and disperse the blues of the winter 
in this financial climate and it 
certainly succeeded... it’s behind 
you! The panto runs until Saturday at 
The Kings Theatre.

Garden guru 


A S the ideal gardens 
ambassador for 
this year’s Ideal 
Home Show, TV 
gardening expert Alan 
Titchmarsh needs to stay 
ahead of the times. 

Keeping a keen eye on 
gardening trends, landscaping 
designs and what the public will 
be growing in 2012 and beyond, 
he predicts that the ‘grow your 
own’ campaign will be as strong 
as ever this year. 

“Growing your own will still 
be popular,” he says, “and veg 
can be fitted into pockets on the 
flower border as well as on a 
dedicated veg patch. 

“Climbers on house walls are 
set to make a resurgence - who 
needs to look at boring 
brickwork? Just make sure that 
adequate wire or trellis supports 
are provided. 

“And repeat-flowering roses 
should be in every garden - in 
and among border perennials 
and shrubs - dedicated rose beds 
are now out,” he says. 

Despite heavy TV 
commitments, Titchmarsh will 
be out in his Hampshire garden 
this winter, preparing it for 
spring and beyond. 

“Getting my garden ready for 
spring is something that, like 
everybody else, I try to fit in 
around work. But it’s vital and

my garden is my safety valve as 
well as my canvas. My garden 
has good lines. Perspective, 
proportion and form are every 
bit as important to me as colour. 
There is lots of evergreen 
topiary - clipped box and yew - 
but within the borders there are 
billowing banks of perennials, 
shrubs and roses. 

“I also have a wild flower 
meadow and a wildlife pond, 
providing great entertainment 
and a really good way of doing 
my bit for conservation. My 
garden is my sanctuary.” 

Winter offers time for 
planning new borders and allows 
gardeners time to do jobs little 
by little, he says. 

“The great thing about winter 
is that things move slowly in the 
garden and we have a chance to 
catch up. It’s not all about 
tidying, though there is some of 
that to do - border perennials to 
cut back (I like to leave some 


old foliage on in winter to help 
insects and birds), the last of the 
leaves to clear up and compost. 

“I lightly fork over the earth 
between plants in early spring, 
working in a sprinkling of blood, 
fish and bone and then, among 
shrubs in particular, I mulch 
with chipped bark to seal in 
moisture and keep down weeds.” 

Winter is a great time to take 
a long, hard look at the garden 
and work out where there are 
gaps in terms of interest, he 
reflects. 

Deciduous trees and shrubs 
are best planted now (provided 
the soil is not waterlogged or 
frozen) to give them a head start 
in spring, while perennials 
should be ordered now for 
planting in early spring so that 
the year can get off to a flying 
start. 

If the ground’s too hard or wet 
to work on, curl up on a winter’s 
evening with some seed 
catalogues and work out what 
you want to grow this year, 
making your order quickly for 
the best selection, he suggests. 

If you’re creating a new veg 
plot, decide what you like eating 
and how much space such crops 
will take up. Then work out 
sowing and harvesting times so 
that the best use is made of your 
veg patch. 

“Order your seeds early and 
store them in a shoebox in order 


looks ahead 


of sowing times,” he advises. 

“Don’t sow too much of 
quick-maturing crops such as 
lettuce and radish at the same 
time, but make smaller sowings 
every few weeks to ensure a 
succession of tender young 
crops.” 

Indoors in January and 
February, you can sow geranium 
(pelargonium) seeds early - they 
take a long while to grow and 
will flower sooner if they are 
raised on a warm windowsill. 

Sprout seed potatoes so that 
they get off to a flying start 
when they are planted out later.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

I I Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

I Q Send off change of address cards. 

- Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

THE idea of Tymal Mills steaming in 
to bowl at the 2015 World Cup in 
Australia and New Zealand is not in 
the least far-fetched. 

He has recently returned from a 
successful spell in South Africa as 
part of the England Performance 
Programme, and is in Bangladesh 
with the England Lions. 

But the thought of Mills going into 
battle for England’s first team does 
become more incredible when you 
consider he has been playing cricket 
for just five years. 

And the 19-year-old left-arm 
paceman only took up the sport 
when a friend asked him to play for 
Tuddenham when they were a man 
short. 

“The last 18 months have been a bit 
frantic, but I’m lucky being a 
left-arm fast bowler as there’s a bit 
of a gap in the market,” said Mills, 
who secured a two-year contract at 
Essex in September. 

“That’s helped me to get where I am 
now, and I’ll keep working hard. 

“It’s a bit weird, so I’ve just been 
enjoying everything that’s happened 
and giving it all I’ve got. I’ve never 
looked back. 

“I've become part of the squad at 
Essex and everyone has been very 
accommodating. I’ve been given a 
two-year contract and I’ve got age 
on my side. 

“I’m trying not to look too far ahead. 
I’m sure at some point things will 
calm down, but hopefully they 
won’t. I’m taking every day as it 
comes and trying my best.” 

Mills’ talent is currently being 
nurtured in the England 
Performance Programme, where 
coaches Graham Thorpe, Peter Such 
and Kevin Shine pass on their 
wisdom. This month’s spell in South 
Africa allowed him to catch the eye 


still further, and the programme is 
geared towards getting players 
ready for their full international 
debut. 

“We didn’t do any bowling for the 
first week, it was just fitness and 
strength work on the track and in

the gym,” said Mills. “Then we were 
in the nets, and the England 
Under-19s were over there as well, 
so we did a lot of middle practice 
bowling at their batsmen, and had 
some squad games. 

“Halfway through the Bangladesh 
tour they’ll announce the squad for 
a tour of Sri Lanka. If I don’t get 
selected for that then I’ll head back 
to Essex and get ready to start the 
season. 

“They try to make the tours as 
professional and as similar to the 
first team as possible, so that if you 
get a call-up you don’t feel out of 
place and can perform just as well.” 
Mills swapped Tuddenham for 
Mildenhall when it came to club 
cricket at the age of 16, and, despite 
his busy schedule, still played his 
part for them in the Marshall 
Hatchick Two Counties 
Championship last season. 

That schedule has meant the 
Leeds-born bowler deferring one 
year into a sports journalism degree 
at the University of East London. 

But his lightning-fast climb up the 
cricket ladder means he is certain to 
be making the headlines in the 
coming years, rather than writing 
them. 

“I’ve always been interested in 
journalism and I thought it was 
something I could do hand in hand 
with cricket, as it’s not something in 
a totally different area,” said Mills, 
who is planning to keep his eye in 
by writing a tour diary for a cric-ket 
magazine. 

“But I want to play for England in all 
three formats. Within this group 
they've put a lot of emphasis on the 
next World Cup in 2015. 

“They want to win that, and that’s 
why they’ve selected such a young 
group for Bangladesh.”
